5. I reviewed a number of items with Emmett Echols. He assured me that 
he would be coming forth with his early retirement proposal within a few days . He 
has met with and is sending him a letter setting forth his entitle- 25X1 A9a 
ments. (It appears that, after taxes, he is going to get only about $1, 000 a year as 
a grade GS-18; this is because he will have to forfeit his retirement pay as a retired 
general.)

I told Emmett Echols that I thought General Carter should approve the travel voucher . 

(The Director has done so in the past.) In the past we have not required detailed 
accountings from her since she has always claimed less than she would have been 
entitled to on a per diem basis. I see no reason to change this. 


7 . Emmett Echols has been working with the Red Cross Bloodmobile people 
who wish to set up the blood donor station in the tunnel near the lavatory facilities 
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in the auditorium . They will come out once a month, and he is hopeful that they 
will have access to these facilities by 8 June. I said that, while I could not guar 
antee anything, I would see if I could get the construction people out of there by 
that time. 

8. I turned over to Emmett Echols the anonymous letter received by Mr. McCone 
which complained about inadequate CIA salaries and asked him to prepare for 

Mr. McCone’s information a brief paper on our salary structure. 

9 . I also turned over to Emmett the directive from Mr . Kirkpatrick regarding 
church services here at the building. I told him that after he had thought of all the 
pros and cons of this action I would like to talk to him further before he did anything. 

10. I also turned over to Emmett the material which I received from Messrs. 

Neal and Cox of the Treasury Department concerning the Freedom Bond Drive, told 
him we would launch a campaign, and asked him to draft the necessary papers for 
the Director’s signature. 

11. Since Emmett has received no information on the construcUoi^^thletic 

fields on the property of the Bureau of Public Roads, I telephoned and 

asked him to check on this and to advise me of the status . 

12 . I talked to Emmett about the Supergrade Review Board and asked him to 

draft another paper for me which would eliminate this Board and at the same time satisfy 
most of the principles embodied in our present procedures would be oatiofie'd. (I am f* ® 
checking with the Medical Staff, the Inspector General, Security, etc.) 

13 . ^^^^^^^telephoned to say that the Public Building Service is running 
out of money for the new building and has asked for an additional $750,000.
